Detroit —(NC)—If Communism ever comes to America 
it will come via secularism, His Eminence Edward eben 
Mooney told the May luncheon meeting of the First Friday 
Club here. Secularism, he stated, paves the way for atheistic 
communism and totalitarianism by eliminating God and re- 
ligion from public as well as private life. 

The Cardinal then warnedv 
against the corrosive influence of 
secularism on family life, econom- 
ics, law and especially education. 
He said it weakens family ties by 
denying personal responsibility to 
God. The secularist’s definition of 
economics. he explained, is that it 
is “the science of production, dis- | 
tribution and exchange.” The Cath- | 
olic definition of economics, he em- 
phasized, is “the science of human 
relations in production, distribu- 
tion al.d exchange.” 

Cardinal Mooney cited three re- 
cent instances of the progress of 
secularism in education—the Su- 
preme Court’s decision in the 
Champaign released time case, the 
Taft-federal-aid-to-education _ bill 
and instructions of the Michigan 
department of education barring 
the use of public school buildings 
for any instruction of 
pupils.

Pope’s Request For Prayers 


The latest Encyclical of the Pope has been broadcast by 
the Vatican radio. It concerns itself with public prayers to 
be offered during the month of May for two special pur- 
poses: (1) to check the inroads of anti-religion; and (2) 
to bring about a just settlement of the Palestine trouble. 


The Pope asks us to match our Christian conduct with 
the prayers we shall say so that they may be more worthy of 
a hearing. 


In Palestine ‘the holy places are in dangegr—places made 
holy from the time the Israelites entered Palestine, and 
more particularly by the birth, the suffering and death, the 
Resurrection and Ascension of Christ. 


In parishes where the consecration to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary has not yet taken place, it should be done. 
Two years ago the Bishop consecrated the Diocese to the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary.

For Displaced Persons 

Did you write to your Congressmen asking them to vote 
in favor of the Wiley Bill, which provides for the admission 
of a certain number of displaced persons into this country; 
and also for the passage of the Mundt-Nixon Bill designed 
to control the activities of the American Communist Party? 
It does not propose to outlaw the Party, but to make it very 
difficult for the Party and its Front organizations to carry 
on their secret subversive activities as in the past.

Jewish-Arab 
Conflict Imperils 
Famed Shrines 


Christ’s Birthplace, Site 
Of Sermon On Mount, 
Others Endangered 


Washington — (NC)—The most 
sacred ground in Christendom— 
Christ’s birthplace, the site of the 
Sermon on the Mount, the place of 
the Last Supper and the Pentecos- 
tal appearance, the route along 
which the Savior bore His Cross, 
the hill of Calvary on which He 
died, the site of the Ascension— 
will be particularly vulnerable to 
the bombs, shells and rifle fire of 
Jews and Arabs when the British 
remove their restraining hand in 
seething Palestine on May 15. 


This was made clear here by two 
men whose views on the relation 
of the Holy Land shrines to pos- 
sible points of military conflict de- 
serve respect: the Rev. Francis 
W. Anderson, §.J., veteran of a 
dozen years at Vatican diplomatic 
posts in Jerusalem, Transjordan 
and Cairo, and Brother Benedict 
Simon, O.F.M., who has served a 
quarter-century in Palestine and 
left Tiberias less than two months 
ago. 


Father Anderson is now station- 
ed at Georgetown University; Bro- 
ther Benedict is at the Franciscan 
Commissariate of the Holy Land. 


They listed the following holy 
places which stand in. jeopardy if 
major military action ensues, 
Some have already suffered in the 
pre-deadline warfare. 


(1) Mt. Calvary, on which 
stands the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. This edifice, shared by 
Catholics and Greek and Armenian 
Orthodox Christians, also encom- 
passes the Tomb of Christ, scene 
of the Resurrection. It lies only 
about two city blocks inside the 
Walled City of Jerusalem, and 
just across the wall from the Jaffa 
Road commercial and communica- 
tions center, which must be held 
by whoever seeks to dominate the 
city. At present the Jews control 
this center. The hill of Calvary 
has been devastated before, no- 
tably by the Romans in 70 A.D. 
and 135 A.D., and by the Persians 
early in the seventh century. 


(2) The Via Dolorosa, the orig- 
inal Way of the Cross. The route 
from Gethsemane to Calvary lies 
within the Walled City and is dot- 
ted with wayside chapels to mark 
the various stages of Christ’s last 
journey. It will be particularly 
subject to destruction i 
fighting becomes general in the 
Walled City. The first Station, at 
the Church of the Flagellation, is 


maintained by the Franciscans, as 
are two others. The last five sta- 
tions are inside the Church of the 
Hoiy Sepulchre. 


(3) Mount Sian, scene of the 
Last Supper, the institution of the 
Holy Eucharist, and the Pentecos.-

The Church Is So Little Known

Many Towns And Rural Areas Without 
Churches, People Seldom See A Catholic 


But Where Laity Are Numerous Religion Is Most Highly 
Respected And Prejudice Little Known Among Non-Catholics 


[¥ it be asked why there is so little knowledge 

about the Catholic Church in the United 
States, considering that its membership is near- 
ly as strong as that of all Protestant denomina- 
tions taken together, the answer is that the 
Catholic population is not distributed like the 
general population. Eighty per cent of all Cath- 
olics live in our large cities and in towns con- 
taining more than 2,500 people. A recent sur- 
vey, conducted by the National Catholic Rural 
Life Conference, has disclosed that there are in 
the-United States 78,117 towns and villages with 
less than 2,000 inhabitants, and that in these 
only 9,641 have Catholic churches, or one out of 
nine of them. Then only one-half of the 9,641 
towns which do have Catholic churches has a 
resident pastor, which means that in only one 
among 18 of them have the people any contact 
with the Catholic priest, or, for that matter, 
with Catholic people. 


On the other hand, the large cities, particu- 
larly in the north of our country, have a large 
Catholic population. Even including southern 
cities, the fifty largest cities in the United 
States have a Catholic population running from 
81 per cent to 70 per cent of the total popula- 
tion; that means that there is a Catholic for 
every two non-Catholics, and in certain cities 
two Catholics for every one non-Catholic. In 
these cities there is very little manifest pre- 


judice, and the non-Catholic population never 


takes any anti-Catholic movement seriously un- 
less it be on other grounds than religious. 


Most states south of the Mason and Dixon 
Line, and east of the Mississippi, have a Catholic 
population running from a minimum of less 
than one per cent to a maximum of four per 
cent. Louisiana is an exception. Evidently, 
therefore, the 99 per cent or even the 96 per 
cent of non-Catholics who have no contacts with 
Catholics are disposed to believe charges made 
against them by professional agitators or by 
such churchmen as are banded together under 
“Protestants and Other Americans United.” 


Catholics Are Urban, 
Protestants Rural 


Just as Catholics are an urban people, so 
Protestants are a rural people; only 20 per cent 
of them live in the large cities where 80 per 
cent of Catholics live. In these centers Prot- 
estantism is not only weak numerically but, ac- 
cordinging to surveys taken at various times 
by Protestant ministers themselves, two out of 
three of the enrolled membership seldom attend 
church. Ministers in these areas, knowing that 
every Catholic church is filled from four to six 
or eight times every Sunday, while their own 
churches are seldom one-third filled at two ser- 
vices, are quite commonly in a mood to join up 
with organizations designed to stem Catholic

The Every Sunday Envelope 


There is hardly a church in the United States today 
which is not supported by weekly contributions of the people 
through the “Eyery-Sunday-Envelope,” but there are few, if 
any, who know that parishes and people are indebted to Our 
Sunday Visitor for’inaugurating this system of church sup- 
port. 7 


Back in 1916 there was formed under the “Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America,” a “Layman’s 
Missionary Movement,” one of whose first assignments was 
to formulate a modern method of supporting both the local 
church and the missions, Home and Foreign. When the com- 
mittee of that body reported, it recommended that religion be 
supported by “installment” payments, as nearly everything 
bought today by the common people is so purchased. They 
recommended the use of a weekly envelope through which 
support would be elicited even from non-practicing church 
members. 


In Protestant churches barely one-third of the member- 
ship attends Sunday services and, therefore, were not ac- 
customed to contribute to their parish church with any regu- 
larity. To obtain support both from them and from those 
who go to church, it was suggested that a carton containing 
fifty-two bi-pocket envelopes be distributed among all per- 
sons who held at least nominal membership in the parishes. 
Whether they attended or not, they were asked to contribute 
52 times or quarterly or all at one time, to the support of the 
parish church as well as to Home and Foreign Missions, and 
other national and international causes of their respective 
denominations. 

Having read this as a press release, Father Noll imme- 
diately got busy to arrange for the printing of such envelopes, 
and to recommend their use to pastors of Catholic churches. 
In order to have a better talking point he felt that he should 
try it out in his own parish. He, therefore, called to a meet- 
ing in the Knights of Columbus hall, all the men of the par- 
ish, and informed them concerning this new plan for the 
support of religion. He told them that in the “pew rent” 
way only the head of the family contributed to the local 
parish, which was not fair, because in the same family there 
might be two or three unmarried wage earners. He noted 
that it was difficult for some people to pay their pew rent 
all at one time, and that many of them were not in the habit 
of paying quarterly. He thought that the pew rent and 
the monthly collection could be abolished if all agreed to 
accept a certain quota and then to pay the same in fifty-two 
installments. He suggested, for instance, that the unmarried 
wage-earner would not think of giving less than a nickle 

day, which would amount to thirty-five cents each Sunday, 
:. $18.20 a year; to others he suggested a ten cent per day 
contribution; for others twenty-five cents, and so on. The 
plan was adopted with enthusiasm, whereupon pew rent and 
the monthly collection were abolished, yet the Every-Sunday- 
Envelope offerings amount to two and one-half times what 
the pew rent and monthly collection together had hitherto 
realized. | 

With that kind of argument Father. Noll circularized the 
clergy of the country to recommend its adoption, and one by 
one pastors did introduce it—and it is the almost universal 
plan followed today, — eR

Protestant churches also have it; Their envelope pro- 
bably reaches more nominal Protestants than the Catholic 
envelopes reaches nominal Catholics, because their method 
of distribution is as follows: During December of each year 
men are appointed to go out with the envelopes in person 
to every wage-earner living within a small designated terri- 
tory, and secure from him and her a “pledge” to contribute 


a certain amount during the coming year. Through this 


personal contact they procure pledges that would never be 
2 ‘The solicitors are 
themselves good contributors, and when they know that cer- 
tain men and women are earning as much as they do, or 
even more, they argue with them until they procure a pledge 
which they regard as equable.

It is the same with 
church support. Little amounts contributed by everybody 
and with a frequency of once a week by every Catholic would 
take care of all the needs of the Church. 

Protestants stress “proportionate” giving which is also 
fair, while in Catholic Churches the wealthy do not usually 
contribute in the same proportion the ordinary people do. 

In many sects an effort is made to procure a “tithe” 
which, of course, in these days of full employment, would 
not be necessary. No Mormon may enter the Temple who is 
If he should make a large amount of profit 
on a capital investment or by the sale of property, he is 
obligated to give one-tenth of it to his church. The Seventh 
Day Adventists, mostly poor people, are “tithers.”

And he will see little boys with 
legs, carrying little boys without 
legs. 


The Sisters know that the small 
mutilated bodies need more vitam- 
ins, milk, and nourishing foods 
than average children in a land 
whose normal supply of food is 
still far below average. And the 
children ‘know that the generosity 
of the American people has kept 
them alive. That is why they are 
confidently expecting successful 
results from the joint “Crusade for 
Children” of AOA-UNAC. For in 
spite of the European Recovery 
Program and all the goverrimental 
aid which is pouring relief into 
Italy, authorities are relying heav- 
ily upon privately donated funds, 
so dire is the continued scarcity. 
The AOA-UNAC appeal will reach 
its erescendo in late April and 
the month of May. The sad facts 
are that there are some 10,000 
war-crippled children in _ Italy 
alone. Villa Savoia, and its coun- 
terparts all over Europe, cannot 
continue to save bodies and souls 
unless the appeal is a success.

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The Courts And 
Religious Education 


WHEN the released time was be- 
ing debated in the New York 
Legislature some time ago, Charles 
H. Tuttle, an attorney, who rep- 
resented 35 organizations favoring 
the dismissal of pupils from the 
schools one or two days a week, 
at the parents’ request, in order 
that they might receive religious 
instruction, quoted from a previ- 
ous court decision which read: 


“The fundamental theory of 
liberty upon which all govern- 
ments in this Union repose, ex- 
cludes any general power of the 
state to standardize its children by 
forcing them to accept instruction 
from public teachers only. The 
child is not the mere creature of 
the state.” 


Commenting on that decision Mr. 
Tuttle observed: 


“The principle of separation of 
Church and State refers to the 
separation of control. It means 
that neither shall the state con- 
trol the church nor the church con- 
trol the state. But separation of 
control does not preclude recogni- 
tion by the state of this fundamen- 
tal right of liberty on the part of 
parents and the reasonable free- 
dom which they should have in 
preventing what they may regard 
as implications adverse to reli- 
gious faith from any overshadow- 
ing standardized system of public 
education. 


“The omission and ignoring of 
religion by these schools inevitably 
conveys a powerful condemnatory 
suggestion, and multitudes of 
parents have the right to a con- 
viction and indeed have the con- 
viction deep in their hearts, that 
this implied negation as regards 
spiritual ideals and spiritual faith 
is at the root of many of the dis- 
orders and tragedies of ‘our timés. 
This statute does no more than 
give to parents a means of ex- 
pression for such conviction and 
for the discharge of. what they 
regard as their high duty not only 
toward their children but toward 
ne! system of public education it-

buildings inside the city pending 
construction (1923-24) of perman- 
ent buildings two miles outside the 
city walls. 


In 1946 the Chinese Communists 
occupied the buildings during the 
siege of the town and during the 
fighting the Seminary, with the 
annexed “ys went up in flames. 
The staff building was severly 
shelled but has been repaired. Ten 
thousand bullet holes in the iron 
plated roof were filled in with 
solder. — 


The Seminary has been the great 
trainigg center north of China’s 
Great Wall where 214 Chinese and 
3 Mongol priests for the five I.H.M. 
territories and the two Chinese 
dioceses developed by I.H.M. mis- 
sioners have been trained. 


Ten of these same priests have 
been killed by the Communists in 
eastern Mongolia and some of them 
have been atrociously tortured and 
died as real martyrs for their 
Faith. Among them was Rev. 
Peter Chang, I.H.M., who was not 
only a student in the Tatung Sem- 
inary, but also for ten years a 
teacher of Chinese literature. 


Pending rebuilding of their Ma- 
jor Seminary the seminarians of 
the seven dioceses continue. study- 
ing in emergency quarters near 
the city of Suiyuan, Mongolia. 


Maryknoll, New York—“I pre- 
fer to die or go begging on the 
streets of Tientsin rather than go 
through the incredible cruelties of 
the Communists.” 

In these terse words, Michael 
Pai, professor at the Maryknoll 
seminary in Fushun, Manchuria, 
describes the fear that is gripping 
him and other Catholics in Man- 
churia, as the Communist circle 
draws ever tighter around them. 

The message was contained in 
a letter which was received here 
by Rev. Edward A. McGurkin, 
M.M., formerly stationed in Man- 
churia. : 

“Perhaps this is the last letter 
I shall be able to write you. Dan- 
ger is already close,” Mr. Pai de- 
clares. After telling of the Com- 
munist murder of his uncle, Fa- 
ther Maurice Pai, who was seized 
in the Maryknoll Manchurian mis- 
sion and shot three times in the 
head, Mr. Pai writes, “All the peo- 
ple here are greatly disturbed and 
in great fear. They fear the name 
which has been given them by the 
Communists. They are called ‘Tails 
of the Americans,” and as such are 
already condemned to death. 

“Many are already preparing to. 
flee to escape the terror. I don’t 
dare think of my family. I have 
received no news from them: my 
poor old father, my brother, my 
wife, my children. I commend 
them all to Almighty God and His 
Archangel, St. Michael. I, too, 
should flee. ~ Although I am not 
well, I shall try and set out on 


calamities away from us. We de- 
serve them, I suppose, on account 
of our sins, and if God wills it 
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thus we will it too. Pray for 
me, dear Father, that God may 
grant me strength of soul and 


body.” .

College brat 


ROMA RUDD TURKEL 


HAVE a college diploma mold- 

ering away in one of the trunks 
we use for dead storage. It is 
handsomely lettered with my name, 
the words ‘Baccalaurei in Arti- 
bus” and more Latin, and signed 
by the president of one of the 
“Big Seven” women’s colleges. I 
am not proud of it—nor of the 
education I received at that dis- 
tinguished college. Instead, I im- 
plore every Catholic high school 
graduate, who finds it impossible 
to enter a Catholic college, to stop 
short at that point rather than 
enter a college of the “non-sectar- 
ian” ying S Further education 
is not the “higher” education you 
seek when it destroys your faith 
in God. For “higher” means to- 
ward God, not away from Him, 
and faith is a pretty steep price 
to pay for a sheepskin. 


It is a serious matter to accuse 
non-sectarian ‘colleges of deliber- 
ately destroying the religious faith 
of their students. I cannot prove 
that it is the official policy of any 
such college. Though I have talk- 
ed to many students and gradu- 
ates of other colleges who confirm 
what I say, I can speak at first- 
hand only of the college I attend- 
ed, and can direct my accusation 
only toward the professors who 
instructed me. However, the policy 
of a college is not printed in a 
catalog, but put into practice. Un- 
less it have no policy at all, its 
policy must be carried out in the 
teachings and methods of its 
faculty. 


I was not a Catholic when I en- 
tered college. I was an Episco- 
palian, and a devout one. But the 
religion in which I had been born 
and brought up didn’t quite last 
me through my freshman year. 
The logical comment might be 
that my faith couldn’t have been 
very strong if it could disappear 
in such short order. 1 can only 
say that the same thing happened 
to virtually all the other fresh- 
men I knew. who entered college 
with me. Whether our religious 
faith Was weak or strong, we 
found all the guns of atheistic 
materialism turned upen us. Bear 
in mind that we were, after all, 
not trained theologians. We were 
not proof against the brilliance, 
the wit, the scorn and sarcasm of 
our professors. We were sheep 
ready for the slaughter, and went 
down ‘in bloody droves. 


The methods of our professors 
varied, but their results were the 
same. One would lead the. class 
into a discussion of ethical values. 
A statement by a student would 
betray its origin as rooted in re- 
ligious doctrine. The professor 
would look at the student and say 
in an incredulous tone “Miss So-

Then 
the professor would say with 
mock gentleness “I suggest then, 
Miss So-and-so, that you spend the 
rest of the hour trying to deter- 
mine how many angels can dance 
on the point of a pin—while the 
rest of us poor twentieth-century 
realists. continue our discussion.” 


Another professor polished off 
his every reference to Christian- 
ity with an unspoken but obvious 
RIP. Christianity ended with 
the Middle Ages, according to him, 
and only unhappy frustrated peo- 
ple who could not adjust them- 
selves to our modern world sought 
escape in its medieval concepts. 
He never accorded Christianity 
the dignity of individual atten- 
tion, but mentioned it only with 
other religions. Jesus, too, was 
mentioned only among other reli- 
gious leaders.

E Saas gaunt Jew in water-faded fisherman’s garb 
spoke to the people from the topmost of three 
brownstone steps that led to the door of the Jeru- 
salem dwelling. His position commanded a view of 
the jostling multitude that stood speechless be- 
fore him, captive to his compelling words. They 
were Jews, too, and not just Palestinian Jews, but 
dark Parthians and Phrygians, haughty strangers 
from Rome and Athens, mysterious men from 
Medea, Lybia, and Egypt. Yet, the babel of lan- 
guages was silent. 

Peter, Prince of the Apostles, was never what 
one could call the casual type, and now when he 
proclaimed the glory of Him Whom he loved with 
all his great strength, even the slight, dignified 
reserve he had acquired with three years’ apostle- 
ship dropped from him like a loose cloak. Hot rays 
of the sun streaming down on his perspiring brow 
were cold compared to the fire of his unpolished 
eloquence, for the Flame of God had descended on 
Peter, and the Wind of God had fanned it.

Christ's Promise 

When the founder of any merely human in- 
stitution dies, he has no assurance beyond his own 
fallible powers of judging aright that his work 
will endure. Lenin, for instance, prior to his inter- 
ment on Red Square, could promise no Communist 
paraciete from above, or elsewhere, to prevent 
his sycophants from making the same blunders of 
greed as led to the downfall of Hitlerism. Organ- 
ized class-war, or pagan crooked cross, as human 
institutions they have within themselves the seeds 
of their own demise. How Lenin would have liked 
to say to the tyrant of the Kremlin, “Thou art 
Joseph, and upon this rock I shall build my. state, 
and the gates of Rome shall not prevail against 
it!”

SHOULD like information 


on four matters I have dis- 


cussed with a friend. They relate the listing of a few 
Popes in the first century and in the fourteenth, and to the 


marriage of Orthodox clergy. 


\. 


(1) The Popes to whom you re- 
fer lived in the days of perescu- 
tion when it was not even safe for 
a lay Catholic to be about. It was 
dificult to keep records in those 
days, and to prevent them from 
being stolen where they were kept. 


But this has nothing to do with 
the succession of Popes. The Bish- 
op of Rome from the time of St. 
Peter has been the head of the 
Church; even if that See was 
without a head for a year or two 
it would not destroy the true suc- 
cession of Popes.

(2) During the Middle Ages 
there were anti-Popes, usually 
forced on the Church by kings 
and emperors. Even these did take 
a name. Some historians list only 
the regular Popes, and other both 
the real and the anti-Popes 
which creates the discrepancy in 
the listing of the Johns. 


(3) Celibacy, or the unmarried 
priesthood, is a disciplinary mat- 
ter, which has been in practice in 
the Latin Church from the early 
centuries. In the Near East and 
later in the Balkan countries and 
Russia, where the Orthodox Church 
predominated, and where the Uni- 
ates followed the same Rite, the 
Church permitted a married clergy.

(4) The answer to your fourth 
question is contained in the an- 
swer to your second. There was 
a time when the Pope was taken 


his successor continued to live for 
seven years, during a part of 
which time history refers to the 
“Western Schism.” It was not 
a “Schism” in the common sense 
of that. word, but because during 
that interval there were two and 
sometimes three claimants to the 
Papacy, many people did not know 
which was the legitimate Pope 
and which not. True papal succes- 
sion was carried on throughout 
this Schism. 


The official listing of the Popes 
contained in the Gerarchia Catto- 
lica of 1904, omits from the list the 
names of Clement VII, Benedict 
XIII, and Alexander V, but they 
were contained in the 15th and 
18th century lists. No matter 
how many claimants there might 
be to the Papacy, evidently there 
ean be only one who.was_ the 
legitimate successor to the previ- 
ous legitimate Pope. Political 
powers tried to force the Church 
into’ a Schism, just as it has at- 
tempted even in modern times in 
Yugoslavia, Bohemia; and some 
other countries. 


Communistic politicians have 
welcomed different anti-Catholic 
organizations into their countries 
in the hope of. splitting the unity 
of the Church. 


Could you tell me how many err- 
ors there are in the Protestant 
Bible? 

I presume you have in mind 
chiefly errors of mistranslation, 
usually in matters of not too great 
There were admitted- 
ly many errors of this kind. 


For a long time after the Refor- 

mation there were some errors that 
were wilfully made, such as the 
insertion of the word “alone” in the 
Paul which reads “man 
is justified by faith and not by 
works of the law.” That little 


‘word “alone” altered the sense of 
‘this text immensely” and made it 
contradict other texts, such as “we 
‘are saved by hope,” or 


“we are 
saved by keeping the Command- 
ments,” or “we are saved by Bap- 


where 'tism.” While most Protestant re- 


ligious bodies still teach that faithif 


“alone” justifies, the modern ver- 
sions have omitted that little word 
intentionally introduced by Martin 
Luther, according to his own state- 
ment, 


When the “revised version” of 
the Protestant -Bible’ was issued 
some years ago, it was done be- 
cause the “King James Bible” and 
the authorized version, previously 
in common use, were held to con- 
tain many errors. If any version 
eentained even only one error re- 
lating to matters of faith or 
morals, it wovld not deserve the 
label “The Word of God,” because 
it would be wrong to charge God 
with endorsing even a single error.

in 1844 the first known Credit 
Union which was transplanted to 
the United States about 1848 in 
Massachusetts by a group under 
the leadership of Pierre Jay. Mr. 
Jay was a banker bent on combat- 
ing the usury of the loan sharks. 

Today there are 11,500 U. S. 
Credit Unions under charters is- 
sued since the passing of the 
i” Credit Union Act of 


Credit Unions are set up among 
groups that are bound together 
by a common interest, as members 
of a parish, members of a labor 
union, or teachers in a_ school. 
The Credit Union among such 
groups serves a_ three-fold pur- 
pose. 

First, it provides cash at a low 
rate’ of interest, second it pro- 
vides for systematic savings, and 
third it brings its members, al- 
ready united by a common bond, 
into a closer relationship which 
can take on all the aspects of an 
ideal Christian community. If 
participation in the Credit Union 
is looked upon as a means of 
practicing charity, as well as fi- 
nancial good, a real community 
spirit can result. 

The force of unselfishness nat- 
urally combats that of selfishness, 
and selfish profit is the chief force 
which motivates the system of 
eredit and loan allowances of non 
co-op organizations. 

The Credit Union offers an op- 
portunity for a Christian offen- 
sive against this force. It helps 
us avoid apostasy to a false bene- 
factor. I say “false benefactor” 
because the professional creditors 
are actually the “haves” of to- 
day. They are only such because 
we have given them so much of 
what we have for their small 
price. If we can but realize the 
potentiality of a co-operative or-

Nevertheless, 
buyer’s benefit is much greater 
through membership in a Credit 
Union which enables him to have 
cash immediately without pay- 
ment of large “service” or “carry- 
ing charges.’ Money can be bor- 
rowed from Credit Unions at a 
very low rate of interest. 


Even a person who has been 
blinded by a deification of the 
material can see his benefit in 
that. Regard of the other values 
in Credit Union participation. 

Before a particular want causes 
a credit union member to with- 
draw his investment, it is at the 
disposal of other individuals with 
needs. 

Certainly the purpose of the 
Credit Union is not to hamper 
the activity of big business, but 
is to facilitate lending to individu- 
als in rea] need. 


These advantages of Credit 
Union participation have been 
seen by many. Their popularity 


has warranted the establishment} 


of the Credit Union Association. 
Actually the history of the Credit 
Union in the United States might 
be called “glorious.” 

Are not thrift, unselfishness, 
and interest in the welfare of 
others components of charity? 
And is not charity the rock foun- 
dation of Christianity and _ the 
community? Is not Charity an 
evidence of love?

1945. In August the build- 
ing was completed, but it was 
only a building—no spirit was 
there. September 6, three hundred 
girls entered its doors and there 
was-life at OLM.” 

This is the opening chapter of 
Our Lady of Mercy School, De- 
troit, as recorded in the first year- 
the OLM Lore of 1946. The school 
is under the supervision of the 
Sisters of Mercy, Province of De- 
troit. 

A complete college preparatory 
and commercial course was offer- 
ed from the start, and to further 
the interest in our studies, Latin, 
French, Spanish, and Paduan de- 
bating clubs were formed. 

It wasn’t all work and no play, 
however. Basketball, volleyball, 
tennis, archery, fencing, baseball, 
and other girl’s sports were offer- 
ed to the students; for those less 
athletic, but equally ambitious, the 
orchestra, glee club, News Print 
and the OLM Lore came into ex- 
istence. 

The orchestra played for the 
spring recital; the glee club sang 
over the radio station WWJ. The 
News Print and OLM Lore cap- 
tured All-Catholic and All-Ameri- 
can honors two years in succession, 
1946 and 1947. 

Each class gave a tea, Which is 
fast becoming a tradition, for the 
parents in order to aéquaint them 
with the faculty. Then there was 
the Christmas Dance, now the 
Alumnae Dance, the Lore Ball, and 
the Junior-Senior Prom. 

Then came June and the first 
graduating class, the Class of ’46, 
a small class, but a great class, 
our first. A tradition was made— 
graduates in white formals carry 
their American beauty roses to 
Our Lady’s shrine. 

The second year dramatics and 
radio classes were added. The sen- 
ior class presented their play, 
“This Little Hand.” Aspiring 
young journalists—eleven in all, 
were accepted for membership in 
the Quill and Scroll national hon- 
or society. 

A smooth running student coun- 
cil and vigorous Spiritual League 
have been formed whereby the stu- 
dents and faculty work for unity 
and harmony, inside the school and 
outside. A ’47 graduate was giv- 
en the honor of crowning Our 
Blessed Lady in the U. of D. Sta- 
dium on Mother’s Day, 1946. 

On June 18, 1948 when the sixty- 
three seniors join the graduates 
of 1945 and °46, the alumnae of 
Our Lady of Mercy will number 
approximately two hundred. 

Three years packed with action, 
life, drama. If we give in a wee 
bit to pride, can you blame us?

Tribute To ‘Jock’... 


The sudden and unexpected death of Dr. John B. (Jock) Suther- 
land, coach of the Pittsburgh Steelers of the National Football League, 
came as a distinct shock to all of us who knew him well. Only three 
or four weeks before his death, as he was starting on the auto trip 
into the south which he was not able to complete, he stopped over in 
South Bend to telephone me just to say hello. I had seen him 
throughout his career as player and coach at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, and had known him for over 30 years, although he was the 
type of a fellow who was hard to get acquainted with; hard to 
know well. He had few intimates, and I believe Jock fitted that 
“dour Scot” description about as well as any Scot I have ever 
known. . 

As a player, he starred on three of Pitt’s great unbeaten teams 
of 1915-16-17 when Glenn S. (Pop) Warner was head coach there, 
and was also good enough as a weight man in track to make the 
1920 American Olympic team. But football was his first love, and 
no coach in the country, college or pro, ever was more of a stickler 
for sound fundamentals than was Jock. 
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He believed in power plus, and could generate tremendous 
drive in off-tackle smashes from his basic setup of the single 
wing formation. He never did go in for the “T” as practically 
all other pro and college coaches have done. For instance, in the 
Ohio State-Pitt game of 1936 the Pitt team did not attempt even 
one forward pass, nor did it intercept any, yet the Panthers won 
the game, 6-0. Sutherland went in for very little fol de rol; he 
believed in power, and frequently proved his theory by coming 
up with Rose Bowl teams.

Needed In China 


Editor: 

HE conversion of China is seri- 
-@ “ousby handitapped by the hack 
of Chinese translations of Catho- 
lic spiritual works. None of the 
writings of St. Teresa, St. John 
of the Cross, and other contribu- 
tors to the body of Christian asce- 
tical literature has been mad avail- 
able to the Chinese. 


There is not a single Catholic 
life of Christ in any of the book- 
stores of China. But everywhere 


Renan’s life of Christ. 

Since its establishment in 1935 
the Catholic Truth Society has 
been trying to remedy this situa- 
tion. But the 500,000 books and 
pamphlets we have published and 
distributed in that time are only 
a drop in the ocean. 

Meanwhile the heavily subsidiz- 
ed Communist press is flooding 
China with a deluge of propagan- 
da. And of course the best sellers 
of Europe and America can be 
bought in all the stores. 

We have translations of excel- 
lent Catholic works ready for 
printing. We are ready to put out 
some of the finest books of Ches- 
terton, Dawson, Maurice, Maritain, 
and many others. But the trans- 
lations are collecting dust in our 
office because of lack of funds. 

Extreme poverty and runaway 
inflation in China make it neces- 
sary to keep the prices of books 
and pamphlets far below the cost 
of printing. I regret to say that 


ful in this, while we are at pre- 
sent not able to publish or dis- 
tribute a single book. 

There is no Catholic Chinese 
magazine for students. But again 
the Communists are publishing a 
score of them, some of them subtle, 
others openly Communistic. 

The Reds make their publica- 
tions attractive. To stimulate in- 
terest among the students, some 
of the magazines sponsor essay 
contests. Every entry receives 
careful attention and is returned 
with a thorough criticism of style 
and content. eedless to say, the 
comments of the contest editors 
are Communistic. 

In one essay that was given 
space in the sponsoring magazine 
the student men the fact 
that the cow is exploited by man. 
The editor’s comment was: “And 
so are the Chinese people exploit- 
ed by the Nationalist government 
rand by American imperialism. Let 
us get rid of the exploiters.” 
| Chinese Catholic Truth So- 
ciety is ready to give competition 
to the Communists.

throughout South China, the wrap- 
per is invariably torn off in the 
local post office, while the postal 
workers read it.

When the Catholic Truth Society 
published a Chinese translation of 
Father Stedman’s “My Sunday 
Missal,” the job required nine 
months, chiefly because of the 
tedious typesetting by hand. 


Neither paper is circulated now 
in Communist-controlled North 
China. And two-thirds of China’s 
4,000,000 Catholics are in that 
area, completely cut off from com- 
munication with the rest of the 
world. 


I gave instructions in the Cath- 
olic faith to China’s distinguished 
convert, Dr. John C. H. Wu, min- 
ister to the Holy See, who was a 
supreme court judge in Shanghai, 
a member and one-time vice presi- 
dent of the legislative Yuan, and 
a member of China’s delegation to 
the United Nations conference at 
San Francisco. 


Dr. Wu’s conversion, I feel, is 
an indication of the strong appeal 
of Catholicism to the Chinese mind. 
The ascetic doctrines of Buddhism 
have helped to make China a fer- 
tile field for Catholic missionary 
work. But we cannot reach the 
Chinese who can read unless we 
give them something to read. 

To start the presses rolling in 
the drive to bring Catholic truths 
to China by way of the printed 
word, the Catholic Truth Society 
has, organized a plan for “book-

Gurian Points 
To Factors 
Leading To War 


Notre Dame, Ind. — Five prom- 
inent factors which “could lead to 
an open shooting war” between the 
United States and Soviet Russia 
were discussed by Dr. Waldemar 
Gurian, Professor of Political Sci- 
ence at the University of Notre 
Dame, in a forum on “War and 
Peace” held on May 4th at Notre 
Dame. 

Dr. Gurian, who also is editor 
of the Review of Politics published 
at Notre Dame stressed that there 
is strong opposition to an aggres- 
sive war by the United States and 
expressed the hope that the Mar- 
shall Plan will improve the situ- 
ation outside of Russia. Factors 
which he believes could lead to a 
shooting war are: 

(1) The continuous possibility of 
sudden incidents which cannot be 
foreseen. 

(2) Fear of the future by both 
sides: a fear which could cause a
